— The 
strike situation here is one of awe and 
bewilderment on the part of the strik­ 
ers and unmovable determ ination by 
the citizens. No word lias been received 
from the Besist.oncia leaders who “ were 
deported” Monday night. The vigilantes j 
are sworn to secrecy, but adm it the men 
will never return to Tampa. 
The exaot 
number of the men deported is not yet 
known, but every prom inent leader of 
the union is missing. 
It is a street re­ 
port. that other less prom inent leaders 
are marked and th at deportation may 
take place at any moment. 
The deported loaders were first driven 
to tho county jail where they re m a in e d 
on the outside under guard for a few 
minutes. 
Then they disappeared an d 
have not been seen since. 
Var ious ru ­ 
mors as to their whereabouts have been 
circulated, it being most generally re­ 
p o rted that they were taken down to 
the wolf on an unknow n and mysteri­ 
ous vessel. 
All of tho deported strike 
leaders were Spaniards and Cubans. 
The boldness of the whole affair and 
the accomplishment of the deportation 
w ithout bloodshed is one of tho remark­ 
able features of the strike which has 
kept Tampa in a ferm ent for a week. 
An address will be issued by the citi­ 
zens telling tile strikers to immediately 
resume work or that deportation will 
not be confined to the leaders.
